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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Prior to setting forth the restriction requirement, it is noted that the claims recite 
the term "use". This is non-statutory and the claims will be interpreted to be a method 
of treatment of cancer. 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

To have a general inventive concept under PCT rule 13.1 , the inventions need to 
be linked by a special technical feature. The special technical feature recited in claim 1 
is a method of treatment of cancer by administration of tumor cells treated to prevent 
survival and the administration of a bi or tri-specific antibody in a time staggered 
manner. In view of this Kikuchi et al (US Patent 5,837,248, 1 1/98) in view of Lindhofer 
et al (Annual meeting international society for experimental hematology XX, XX, 1997, 
25:879, abstract 527) reads on the claim. Kikuchi et al teach addition of radiated 
treated tumor cells added to a patient to induce an immune response and inactivated 
cells have the possibility of re-growth and this is a problem (see column 1-2) and in view 
of Lindhofer et al who teaches bispecific antibodies (which bind t-cells and tumor 
antigens) to remove contaminating tumor cells in cell populations and recruit Fc positive 
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cells it would have been obvious to combine the two treatments to enhance tumor 
killing. One would have combined the teachings because one would want to eliminate 
any non-irradiated tumor cells when administered and the method of Lindhofer et al 
would remove the untreated cells to prevent re-growth after administration of the tumor 
cells. Therefore the technical feature recited in claim 1 is not special. Accordingly the 
groups are not so linked as to form a single general concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in response to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

Species A: antibodies that bind CD2 

Species B: antibodies that bind CD3 

Species C: antibodies that bind CD4 

Species D: antibodies that bind CDS 

Species E: antibodies that bind CD6 

Species F: antibodies that bind CDS 

Species G: antibodies that bind CD28 

Species H: antibodies that bind CD4 
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Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner: 

Claims 8 and 1 1 recite the species 

The following claim(s) are generic: 1-7, 9, 10, 12-14, 16-23. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: In view of the art of 
Kiluchi et la and Lindhofer et al the technical feature of claim 1 is not special. As such 
the species are distinct because each lack the same structure and each bind to a 
distinct antigen and art on one species would not necessarily be at on the other species. 
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3. Because these species are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
nnatter and different searches in the patent literature, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a petition under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17(1).
